0T Tha editor of tha Joamal U diMoartiag 
abovt fraada, and the naoouity of prerontioc 
tkam, aad his party are patitioBinc tka OoTamor 
ta aaU tka lafUlatara tofatker to provide ramo* 
diae. Tka State hai jaat pataad a vardlot of ooa> 
damnation npon tka party tkat kaa aontrol of the 
lofi.latnra, and thalr aarrioaa are not wantal at 
Frankfort. Whan lactation u raqnirad to meet 
axifaneiaa, tka people will eleot man to do tka 
work. It la mere Impartinenea in a party tkat ia 
eoaiemnad, to harry thair le,fialatara to the Cap- 
itol whan tka people have oondamnad them at 
home. They want to exeroiaa the little brief aa- 
thority they bare; being wall aware tkat it ia 
a Ian: ckar.aa with them. They would like to gat 
together to make a regiatry law, aa they profaaa, 
and attend to other baaineaa; aark aa alaetlag a 
United Sutea Senator, in place of Tbompaon, to 
rapraeent the State for aiz yeara. 

Tka anbjact of a regiatry law kaa been diaeuMed 
often, and ita marita triad, and ita damarita found 
eat. No one kaa yet been framed tkat did not 
prara woraa than the aril it waa intended to rem 
ady Baaide., tka oonatitation of Kantueky fizca 
who akall rota, preeeribea the qaalifiaationa, and 
the legulatora kara no power to add any other 
You matt alur the conatitution of Kantneky be- 
fore you ean daprira a la.;al voter of the right of 
ioffrage, baeanae kla name doae not happen to be 
ragiitered baf irehand. The Koow-Nothioga ka<l 
better read tka organic law of the State before 
they harry up to Frankfort to tamper with the 
aleetive franchiae; for the benefit of a broken- 
down and oondemnad party. Tka lagialatura of 
thia State baa no power to aay a man*a name ahall 
be regiatered before ha can vote. Bat, if the leg- 
iaiatara had tka power, and ahonld ezereiae it, it 
wocld not prevent fraud;. Spariooa camea ean 
be regiatered, and vagabonda can claim the name, 
and vote ander them. If a aooandral can bny a 
rparione voter at the polla, gat In hie vote and 
eeoapa, be oan ragiatar a tame for him before- 
hand, and find the voter to vote under it. But 
the editor ia greatly ezarciaed about fraada, whieh 
be eaya have bean committed. W a are aati.fled 
that fraadi were oommitted in tbia eity. We do 
not bolieve that the thirty eight hundred Know- 
X >iking votea of Loaiaville were legal. There 
wart;, perhape, fraada ia other localitice; bat they 
wc nll not have been prevented by regiatry laws, 
nor by any other azpedient that we have beard 
cuggeeied. The ooavention that framed our new 
oonatitation, ezereiMd all their ingenaity to pre- 
vent fraada at elee.ioua. There waa very little 
party feeling in the body; and the eixty days’ rea- 
idscoe in a precinct waa adopted a« the beat plan 
they eoald invent. No regiatry of votea be'ore- 
Lani w;m propoaed, and it ii now too late to talk 
of it. If a white man over twenty-one hat lived 
two years in the State, or one year in the county, 
and kiziy dava in hie precinct, there is no power 
la the legialatore to prevent hia voting, if ho be 
e dtla m of the United States. The aseertion of 
tbe alitor that the Democrata committed frends 
in this S*ate, la like his enmeroni outgivings 
for the last year or more, and about a; mneh to 
be relied on as e thonsacd other things he has 
Slid. Tbe people of Kentucky heve before them 
the results, and can eomp&re them with his posi- 
tive statemeciVs, hU cpinions, and his predietious. 
He was »bout as well informed about politioal 
moveraants then us be is about frauds cow, 
end there is just as much truth in his a:sertlons 
new u tkrre was in hi. foretellings about the 
oplclots and eentiments of the people of this 
couetry before the late election. His party will 
aay hia judgment ia not worth a cent about any 
thing. W nan be glvae oat that there were tre- 
naecdous frauds, they will naturally reply : so yon 
told us there was a prodigious number of Fill 
mors votes in tbe oonntry. He certainly knew 
as muck about the letter as he knows now about 
the former. We see nothing at all remarkable 
abent the results of this elootion. The Democrats 
have generally carriod the States they claimed 
with a roas'ioable certainty; the Know-Nothisgs 
tAve ojma oat as til eool and sensible men ex- 
pected; even Fillmore men of any political infor- 
mation and eagaoity got all tkoy expected, with 
tbe ezoeptlon, perhaps, of Kentuoky; and this 
Bute ha* gone aa any reasonable msn might have 
expected. Tney elalmsd New York, but every- 
body outside of the Know-Nothing party knew 
that Fillmore wouldn’t beat anybody in that 
State. Toe Fremont party has done better than 
we hoped they would; but not n« well aa all feared 
they might. Their suoeess is not at all naaoeonnt- 
able. They had the aid of adventitious eireum- 
stances, that will hardly occur again in n lifetime. 
They perpetrated irauds in some looalitiee; that 
Le a matter that will be proved; but these were 
the work uf politioal knaves, and but partial. 
They owe their suoeess, not to frauds upon the 
ballot-box, bat to the industrious propagation of 
false issues; in the seal and energy with which 
they propagated a delusion. They have a go d 
deal of material that oould be worked up into 
politioal capital. 

The plain fact is then, that if there were fraada 
in some localities, they have not affeeted the re- 
sult. It is DO more than just what men familiar 
'With the sentiments of tbe country expected. 

But what is the use of laws to protect the right 
of suffrage, when we cannot execute thoee we 
havef We have lawi against obatruoting the 
polls, but nrs they exeeuted T We hnve laws 
* u^inst the partiality of judges of election, nre 
they ezeeetad 1 

Wo need no mere laws ; let those we have be 
ezeeated, and thare will be no reason to eomplain. 
We want what the legislature ean't supply — more 
honesty and patriotism. Wo want to be rid of a 
party that rans iu party machinery into all tbe 
petty o&oes and baeinoae of the oities and oonn- 
tiea. We want to be rid of a party in this State, 
and partieolarly in this elty, that seeks to make 
party City Conneils, party eorporations, party 
pnbUe eohools, 4e. We need to be rid of n party 
tkat wants to enbstitnte its dieeretion and eal- 
ffshnaas for tke Inws and oonrtitntien of Ken- 
tacky. We want to be rid of n party tkat under- 
takas to say wko skall vote aad wko sknll not; in 
spite of tke eoastitntion and ike law. We want 
to be rid of a party tkat kac tbe impuleooe to 
ran to Frankfort to mako laws for tko Stata, rigkt 
an Uio back of a pablie eondomnation, joet wkon 
tko eon tone# of ropadiation hae boan pronoaneod. 
Tkore is man nndaeious impndonoo ia tko prop- 
osition than kae aver mot onr oye boforo. Wo 
are beaten, condemned, say they; now let ns run 
to Frankfort and exeroiso power wbilst wo have 
it, and before tke people ean take it away 
from as. Tkere is n proepeet tkat this is oar last 
•kaaee at tke puklie erib, aad lot os hasten tkat 
we may bring in a bill for a registry law, and for 
ethar purp o ses. Ws hops no Demooratie mem- 
ksr of tks legislaturs will oksy any such impu- 
dsat lummoae, if it bs iesusd.

New we should like to know U tke legislnture 
ean add to or take away a single qualifioation 
here prescribed. If n man poesesees tke qualifiea- 
Uon hers Inid down, he shall bs a veter,sayt the 
ooBftitutioD. Tke oonetitution does not iny bis 
name sknll be registered beforehand, nor can the 
legialatareeay it. The legislature might perhaps 
require a register to be kept far aay parpoee, but 
tka eitiioB, with tke qualifioation of age and 
residenea, eoald vote, whether registered or not. 
Tke oonatitation kas not left the power to pre- 
seribe tbe qualifioatioas of voters to tke legiela- 
tore ; and the sail for a meeting of that body, to 
pass a registry law, is an impudent attempt to 
aesume power that does not belong to the legisla- 
tnre. This desperate faction, however, would at 
tempt, for party advantage, to repeal the eonstl- 
tntion itself.

by pledge myself to withdraw in his favor. In 
oaae the gentleman Is silent, I will take it as an 
admission that he is not able to answer. The 
first question I have to uk the gentleman is, in 
what year was Indiana admitted to the Unionf 

Tom then paused for some moments, and re- 
eeiring no answer, he ooctinued: 

From the gentleman’s si'enee,! presume that he 
does not know in what year Indiana wa. admitted 
into the Union. Is such a man fit to be jonr rep- 
resentative? 

Tbe crowd answered “No.” 

“But,” continued Tom, “I have another ques- 
tion to address tbe gentleman. It is this: 
What ii tbe amount of the county and 8tato tax 
of Indiana?” 

Of course, there was no reply to this, and Tom 
acain asked if a man ignorant of so important a 
fact as that, was entitl^ to tbe vote of the peo- 
ple. 

Lastly, the pertinacious Interrogator said ke 
would cons) ado the exercises by asking tbe gen- 
tleman to give the latitude and longitude of tbe 
village in which he lived — an item of information 
whioh WM not inclnded in the Indiana poiitioian’s 
thesauras : and ha had, therefore, to submit to 
bear himself pronounced incompetent to perform 
tbe duties to which be aspired. And what wu 
still more mortifying, be found himself, by a large 
majority, left at home to pursue his studies. Tbe 
best of the joke wa. that bis sueoessfal interroga- 
tor eoald not himself have answered any one of 
tbe questions whicb so puixled tbe defeated oan- 
•iidaie. — Ky Flag. 



The Eteation Here. 

Our readers in the country will require no oom* 
menu from us on the disgracsful proceedings 
which chvBCtcriaed the election here when they 
look nt tbe vote cast, and obNrve that it exhibits 
a falling off from the actnal number regittoral of 
nearly one-fourth, and ia, we are certain, but a 
little more, if that, than one half of the actnal 
election strength of New Orleans. It is true that

We do not pretend to enter into any partionlnr 
detail fA the disgusting features ef this most re- 
volting feroe; it is net poesible to imagine any- 
thing more n^ominable, iniqnitone, or snbversive 
of right, deceney, and jestioe; but we do aey, that 
if this RepnoHeanit-m, may its end soon Im wit- 
netied. — fVws Dolta,%tk.

Flax . — Wo understand that our linseed oil 
manufacturers are making arrangements to sup- 
ply farmers next year with imported flaxeeei, as 
the failnra thia year by drouth in thia oonntry 
has been very generaJ. In tbe neighboring coun- 
ty of Bullitt, where about a thonsand acres was 
put in, we believe that very few gut mnoh mure 
than the amount of seed town. We presume that 
few farmers will be disoonraged from their fail- 
ure this season, as drontbi are liable to occur at 
aay time, destroying other crops besides flax. 
Oats were a failure too this year, but we do not 
enppoie men will cense growing eats because they 
oocAsionally lose a crop by drouth. 

Flaxseed D considered a good paying crop, tak- 
ing one year with another, averaging about ten 
bushels to the acre. There are few crops grown 
with less labor, and as it matures early, it is leas 
liable to injury from drouth than many other 
crops. It is an excellent crop to precede wheat, 
leaving the ground in excellent eonditlon for that 
ceresl. 

There is a proepeet that ere long there may be 
a demand for the straw for icanafaotaring pur- 
poses. In the neighborhood of Dayton, Ohio* 
where immense qnantities of flsxeeed ia produc- 
ed, the straw brings from five to ten dollar* per 
ton, depending upon condition. If eat with a 
aeytha it is tangled like bay, and is ecnaidered less 
valuable than when pulled and kept in bundles. 
The flax straw in Dayton is passed through a se- 
ries of fluted rollars in the nnrotted condition, and 
sold to the upholfters for stufing hair cushions, 
As. Some is exposed to the weather so as to be- 
come partially rotted, then passed through rollers 
and converted into material for paper makers. 
Boms converted into tow suitable for certain 
deseriptions of cordage, and the better qualities 
are rotted, broken out and loatcbed for the east- 
earn flax mills. It is now proposed t) manufac- 
ture the flax, near whare it is grown, into various 
kinds of coarM articles, to whieh it is adapted, 
and we believe that a company is now formed in 
this city for this purpose. Ws trust that many 
years may not pass before factories for maonfae- 
turing tbs flax fibre will be established in nil the 
flax growing districts. 

A bushel of seed should be sown to the acre, 
and the average produet of straw Is about one ton 
per acre, and seed about ten busheD. It has been 
demonstrated that flix is not an exhausting crop, 
but it should not be repeated too soon upon tbe 
■ame land, but should come in rotation with other 
crops, in whioh it should prseeds wheat. Oats is 
a much mors exhausting crop than flax. 

A palling tuaskins has been used sneoessfullyin 
the State of New York, by whioh on* horse pulls 
and spreads six acres of flax in a day. It is pub- 
lic property, the patent having expired, and it is 
Mid that the machine oan be made for about sixty 
dollars. There is also another pulling maobine 
advertised by a New York company, of which we 
know nothing.
